INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

On 22 April 2004, a telephone interview with Examiner Neuder, Robert 
Groover, and Elizabeth Pham was conducted. 

Examiner Neuder expressed concern that the term "ultra-hard" possibly 
could be construed as including tungsten carbide. To further clarify the point 
that the application uses this term to describe materials that are harder than 
tungsten carbide, Applicant's representatives suggested amending Claims 6 
and 2 1 to include the phrase "having a hardness higher than tungsten carbide." 
The phrase "a binder content of less than 13%" was also added to Claims 6 
and 21 to further clarify the present inventions. 

Examiner Neuder felt that these additions would make the pending 
claims allowable.
